How Roquefort Clleeie In Made. 


It is supposed that hundreds of years ago 


the south of France was disturbed by vol- 
canic eruptions, which slit up the ancient 
rock, causing streams of lava to flow from 
them. The new surface consists of basaltic 
rock, which in turn was fissured by erup- 
tions and thrown up on a mountain range. 
The whole of the interior of a mountain was 
thus formed into caverns and caves, which 
belch forth hot sulphurous springs. It is 
here that the celebrated Roquefort cheeses 
are made. 


The village of Roquefort is situated on 


the Mountain Larzac, which is about twenty- 
five miles in length and nearly 3,000 feet 
high. It consists chiefly of limestone, covered 
with sufficient pasture to feed the 300,000 
sheep kept for their milk. The caves, being 
formed by the displacement of rocks, con- 
sists of an intricate labyrinth of^open spaces 
and passages connected with each other and 
with a subterranean outlet. 
A cool current 


of air, therefore, always of the same humidity 
and temperature, flows in a never interrup- 
ted stream through the caves. 


There is nothing in the milk or in the 


preparation of the cheeses that gives them 
hat peculiar flavor and delicious mellow- 
ness for which they are so renowned. This 
is entirely effected by the method by which 
they are cured. 


When the cheeses are ready for treatment 


they are taken 
to the caves, and after 


>eiug allowed to cool are carried to the 
salting room. They are rubbed with salt 
on one face and 
then 
piled 
on top 


of each other 
until the cave is 
full. 


After standing for twenty-four hours or so, 
the reversed side is s.ilted, and once more 
they are piled up as before. The cheeses 
lave to be frequently reversed, in order 
that the moisture may be even throughout, 
and to develop the fungus which has previ- 
ously been sown in the curd, 


In forty-eight hours the cheeses become 


viscous, and are rubbed with a course cloth. 
In the course of .another two days the fun- 
gus will appear on the outside, in the form 
of a slicky paste. 
This is carefully scraped 


off with knives, together with a thin stratum 
of crust, and set aside for fooj. 


The cheeses are now sorted out; the most 


solid ones placed on the fioor. In eight 
days' time they become covered with a yel- 
owish red mould, together with other min- 
ute vegetation, which is removed and given 
to the pigs. The scraping is continued until 
,he character of the mould changes, showing 
.hat the curd has altered its condition, and 
announcing the completion of the cure. Then 
hey are again carefully scraped and wiped, 
tnd wrapped in Unfold, and are ready for 
he market. 


Requefort cheese have been cured for cen- 


ures by this process, and stand as a triumph 
if uneducated art—Commercial Gazette.

cial solidity on to the dangerous and for- 
bidding sands of u reckless adventure, with 
dishonor staring iit us in the foreground, 
and repudiation cutting a figure in the 
background. 


Let us geLback to good times, aud stay 


where we are in our relation to sound money. 
The first step in the path of prosperity will 
be the election of McKinley and Hobart. 
That will be but a single step, but it will be 
a great, a potent, an important one. It will 
be the harbinger of good limes, but even after 
that good times will not spring up in an 
hour or in a day. 
Slow will be the progress 


toward* recuperation—slow but sure. The 
good angel of prosperity will not sleep for- 
ever. ,Let there be work aud waiting, hope 
and patience. 


What THty Represent. 


It becomes more and more evident that 


tho people of this country are not inclined 
to repudiate the existing sound money 
standard on the third of November. It is 
equally evident that they do not mean to 
banish the principle of protection by avow- 
ing their.affection for free trade. They will 
not declare by their ballots that they are in 
favor of a depreciated currency or a dis- 
honest dollar. They are averse to threaten- 
ing the business of the country with a new 
peril. They see in free silver and free trade 
an alliance that harbors the enemy of their 
welfare aud the foe of prosperity. 


It is not possible to op«m wide the gates 


of industry unless they turn on tho hinges 
of protection. It is not possible to restore 
confidence and activity to the business world 
by tearing down the financial props of honor 
and stability upon which these can safely 
rest. Monetary fallacies cannot take the 
place of fundamental principles without 
doing infinite harm. 


A vote for Bryan, as everybody knows, 


IB a vote for free trade and free silver. 
One 


is another name for industrial paralysis ; 
the other has for its true definition a de- 
graded dollar. Industries have been de- 
pressed long eaough. The American dollar 
is good enough as it is. There is neither 
wisdom nor honesty in creating a dollar that 
will cheat. 


A vote for McKinley, as every one fully 


understands, is not only a vote in favor of 
sound money, but it is also a vote in favor 
of the protection of American industry and 
American labor.

A great many people seem to think these 


hard times nro something now and that 
tho country has never seen tho like before. 
But these people have not road thoir 
country's history carefully or they would 
know bettor. They would also louru that 
neither free silver lior froo gold h,ul over 
yet cured the poverty and hard times thnt 
have always followed Democratic revenue 
tariffs.

than Henry Clttv and hiitl Insnrlrmrl mi 
their banner "Polk, Dallas and tho tariff 
of 1842." 


Clay was beaten by Polk — the people 


believed the Democratic promises as they 
did In 1893— and in 1 1846 the Democrats 
gave them "a tariff for revenue only" 
again, with damaging results, and in. 1857 
a further reduction of the tariff 'brought 
on an era of hard times nearly as bad as 
we now have. 


In 1861 the Republicans enacted a pro- 


tective tariff again which continued with 
a few changes until 181)4. 
During this 


long period, despite the losses sustained 
In the great rebellion, this country was in 
the enjoyment of such prosperity as the 
civilized world had never before witnessed. 


During this long period the generation 


that had had experience with Democratic 
financial legislation had nearly all died 
off and a new generation, ignorant of the 
baleful effects of Democratic tariffs, had 
come upon the stage and in 1892 concluded 
to try the quality of Democratic promises. 
The results we are now experiencing and 
none of us enjoys them. We are In a bad 
plight at«d want to get out of It by tho 
shortest road. That road la not by froo 
eilver, however.

The daily wages of our worklngmen and 


working women are by far the larger, by 
far the most important aggregate ol 
wealth to be affected by the degradation 
of the dollar, or of any legal tender equiv- 
alent of the dollar. All other aggregates ot 
wealth, the accumulations of capitalists, 
which can only obtain profitable use by 
being turned over daily in the wages of 
workmen and the employment of the cap- 
tains of their Industry—all other aggre- 
gates of wealth which remain unemployed 
in the payment of wages of the day, tho 
month, the year—are not to be compared 
in their sum to this gigantic sum. 


It is this gigantic sum, the wages of la- 


bor, which Is assailed by every policy 
which would make the dollar of the fath- 
ers worth less than its weight in gold. 
The debt of the United States, large as 
it is, is a wart beside that mountain.— 
Daniel Manning, Democratic secretary ol 
the treasury, iu 1885.

GLASS TEADE SUFFERING. 


Bad Business Makes It Necessary 


to Run.on the Present Scale. 


VIEWS OF THE MANTJFAOTUBEES, 


It In Nut thf> Glaus Industry Alone Tlmt 


In Affected—Every 
ClasA of BuHinemi ttud 


Manufacturing Han Felt the Devnutat- 
Jn£ Hand of Hard Time*—An Honeflt 
Itolief That the Klcctlira of Mr. Rryan 
Would Cause a General Shutdown of 
the GIa»ft FaotoriuH. 


No cull has yet boon Issued for a second 


couf orcnci i of representatives of the Glass 
Bottle Blowers' Association of the United 
States and Citnada and the National 
Green Glass Vial and Bottle Manufactur- 
ers' association to arrange a wage scale 
for the blast of 18SXJ-W. It Is now gen- 
erally tho tight chat such a call will not be 
issued until some time next month, and 
perhaps not until aftor the November 
election. In tho meantime tho uneasiness 
ftxisMnu t'l thrt al/iasi tritrlo rinTlfInline, nnA 
there is no evidence of a favorable change 
In the near future. 
The factories now in 


operation, while they are few in number, 
are mainlrat work with non-union hands, 
tho union operators refusing to accept tho 
schedule of wages buiug paid to tho 
blowers who are not connected with their 
organization. 


On Monday the Philadelphia, Bulletin 


contained a local article giving a review 
of the gla-,9 industry from the standpoint 
of the union blowers. Their opinions to a 
grout oxti ut uro directly In conflict with 
tho arguments mudo by the manufactur- 
ers, who uro just as /Irmly convinced that 
they are In the right as they are that some 
of tho blowers' statements are 'in the 
wrong. 


"In tho first place," said a representa- 


tive manufacturer this morning, "I will 
say that the glass industry is in in decid- 
edly unsatisfactory condition at present, 
anil there is no indication that business 
prospects will become brighter ut linearly 
date. I have started work iu one factory 
ut non-union rutus. I was compelled to. 
There wore orders that miulo it necessary 
for mo to begin operations at once. They 
wore not extensive orders, and yet they 
wore impi-rativo—so much so that I was 
obliged to start operations at once or re- 
fuse tho orders. They will keep tho fac- 
tory running for a short time only, and 
after thai I do not know what will be 
done, for there are no othor orders in 
sight. In case of Bryan's election I be- 
lieve that a general shutdown will ensue. 


"Now, 
regarding the union. It would 


have boon a financial impossibility to have 
started work on those few contracts while 
paying thu union scale of wages. I would 
have been pleased to have paid the union 
schedule liad there been anything to war- 
rant such a payment, but conditions are 
such that it would have been a clear loss 
of money at the contract prices, which 
would have been filled unhesitatlngly^by 
others in case I declined to accept the 
orders. The union scale of wages Is ex- 
cessive. Jt has been too high for several 
years. Un ion men always ask for increased 
wages, but they never suggest anything 
In the nal urool reductions. For the class 
of work performed they are probably tho 
best paid men iu the country today. The 
period of business and financial depression 
that has been upon us for months finds no 
consideration with the union men. They 
are for advanced wages, andyet they must 
bo aware of the fact that tha trade of the 
country is in distress. It Is not the glass 
Industry alone that is affected. Every 
class of business and manufacturing has 
felt the devastating hand of hard times."

MAJOR BYRN€'S APPEAL 


B« Spunkx for the Democratic Honest 


Aloney Lengue. 


Major John Byrno, president of the 


Democratic Honest Money League of 
America, has. by request of that organiza- 
tion, Issued an appeal to the honest money 
Democrats.

thoir securities fifty-three cents' worth of 
sliver for every dollar in gold invested. 
The subsequent passage of the Wilson 
tariff act, which enabled foreign pro- 
ducers to sell their products in the United 
States lower than American manufactur- 
ers could afford to make them, extended 
tho depression into commercial and indus- 
trial channels. Tho renewed silver agita- 
tion completes the story of stagnation, 
ruin and disaster.

I 
was early in the morniug when ho got to 
tho clearing—so early that he could scares 
ly distinguish a poplar from a balsam tree 
Ho sat down beside a clump of alders at a 
place whore deor sometimes come dowi 
from tho beech ridge above tha clearing to 
the creek below for a drink. 
Tho boy was 


fortimato. 
A deer, a small doe, came 


down and stopped ten rods away, just as 
tho sunlight touched the ridge top. It was 
plain seeing then. . Tho deer was looking 
right at tho boy as his rifle eamo up slow- 
ly.

standard. 
One who accompanied hir 


largely throughout his journey ropor 
him as having left Washington lookin 
ten years older than ho did when he ei 
tered it, and that since then he has ex 
hibited a degree of bitterness and violem 
in his harangues Chat could emanate onl 
from despair. 


This was clearly developed at Wilming 


ton on Monday last when he launched o 
in one of the vilest tirades against th 
ministers of the country indiscriminatel; 
because they have had the courage, i 
many instances, to declare for public an 
private honesty and the maintenance o 
public and private credit. The Wilming 
ton News thus reports Mr. Bryan's bruta 
assault upon the ministers as a class de 
liverod in that city: 


"In his speech in the Auditorium las 


evening William J. Bryan, candidate c 
the Populistic party for president, made 
brutal, cowardly and unwarranted attac: 
upon the ministers of the United States a 
a class. His denunciation of ministers o 
the Gospel was fur more bitter and fa 
more contemptible than the most savag 
utterances of Robert G. Ingersoll. Mr 
Bryan said in effect that more bitternes

A MEDAL FROM CONGRESS. 


America'! Tardy ltecoEnitlon of the **- 


»entor of the Lifeboat. 


Mf- W. S. Harwood contributes to St 


Mofcolas a sketch of Joseph Francis, in- 
ventor of the lifeboat. Mr. Harwood says: 


In 1887 ho received the unusual honor of 


the thanks of congress. In 1888 u gold 
modal was voted for his services to man- 
kind, and on April 13, 1800, in the historic 
bluo rnon, of aic white House at Washing- 
ton, 
this beautiful medal, the most costly 


one ever bestowed by the government of 
the United States upon an American citi- 
zen, was formally presented to Mr. Fran- 
cis by President Harrison. 
Mr. Harrison 


referred to tho medal as the tribute of a 
graceful country to a citizen who had ren- 
dered conspicuous service to mankind and 
in-nis address said: 


"The tributes yon havo received from 


foreign countries to tho value of your life 
saving appliances are now tardily but gen- 
erously and fittinaly confirmed and crown- 
ed by this k'stimoniitl from your own. 
It 


was not enough that the savage wrecker 
should be drivra from tho coast, for the 
arm of the sympathizing watcher who Imd 
taken his pl.ice was still shortened nnd im- 
potent to save 
You have givuu it power 


—you have iu.idc> it possible for the shore 
to sond succor to the ship, 
you hiivo in- 


vented and suggested appliances that have 
saved many thousands of human lives. 
Not many of these havo been ablo to know 
or to thank tho man who saved them, but 
the nation today voices the gratitude of 
these and many thousands more who will 
owe their deliverance to you. In the name 
of tho American congress and the Ameri- 
can people 1 now place this medal of honor 
in your hand." 


The medal is of large size. It coht $(!,- 


000. 
It was designed by tho well known 


sculptor Augustus St. Gandens. A por- 
trait bust of fclr. Francis, in relief, fills the 
oentof and is surrounded by 38 diamonds. 
This is tlie inscription: 


"The United States of America by act of 


congress, 27 August, 1888, to Joseph 
Francis, inventor and framor of the means 
for the life saving service of the country." 


The reverse shows a ship in distress with 


the rescuers at work. 


On one of the early days of April, 1892, 


an added honor was awarded to Mr. Fran- 
cis, one but seldom vouchsafed—an intro- 
duction, by unanimous consent, to the 
United States senate in session.

Splash of B Drop of Quicksilver. 


The problem that Professor Worthington 


has succeeded in solving is to let a drop o: 
definite size fall from a fixed height in 
comparative darkness on to a surface ant' 
to illuminate it by a flash of exceedingly 
short duration ut any desired stage, so as 
to exclude all the stages previous and sub 
sequent to those selected. 
The many il 


lustrations in his volume testily to the ac- 
curacy and beauty of his work. 


The curious results of a splash of a drop 


of mercury from a height of three inches 
upon a smooth glass plate are particularly 
interesting. Very soon after the first mo- 
ment of impact minute rays are shot out In 
all directions on the surface with marvel- 
ous regularity. 
From the ends of the rays 


droplets of liquid split off. 
The liquid sub- 


sides in the middle and afterward flows 
into n ring. The ring then divides in such 
a manner as to join up the rays in pairs. 
Thereafter the whole contracts till the 
liqtiid rises in the center, so as to form the 
beginning of the rebound of the drop from 
the plate. 
Immediately the drops at the 


ends of the arms break off, while the cen- 
tral mass rises in a column, which just 
falls, itself to break up into drops. 


He photographed no fewer than 80 suc- 


cessful stages of the splash within the 
twentieth of a second, so that the average 
xiterval between them was about the six- 
lundredth of s second. Remarkable are 
ihe Fplashes of water drops falling about 
16 inches into milk, but" more beautiful 
are the dome forms when the height ia 63 
'nciios.—Knowledge.

A \ Ifllt to tho hatter's is almost inevita- 


ble after an experience of this sort, and not 
to make any mistake he chooses ono of the 
Piccadilly shops, whose product is known 
all over tho United States. Possessing a 
vivid mental picture of tho extensive prem- 
ises of the loading hatters at home, he IB 
start!'<] when ho squeezes himself into the 
Londnn shop. Tho swollen* tradesman in 
London, at tho corner of Bond struct and 
Piccadilly, who is hatter to tho queen and 
tho i-' >yal family of England and most of 
tho nobility of continental Europe, has a 
floor space about 15 by 20 foot in area. 
Then Is no long perspective of black wal- 
nut, glaas fronted cabinets, no stretches of 
cloth covered counters, no arrangement of 
carved tables about tho place. Tho office 
fixtures of the average American hat store 
of any pretension would pack the English 
ostat'l ishmont solid from wall to wall and 
floor to colling. 


In this establishment there are four "as- 


sistants"—notclorks,mludyou. ''Clarks" 
ore tho young men who do clerical work 
about commercial establishments and are 
much above shop assistants socially. No 
self respecting "dark" would jeopardize 
hts standing in his own little circle by as- 
sooldtlng on equal terms with a low down, 
mere shop assistant. 


AH tho wearer of the despised soft hat 


approaches the low counter that separates 
the assistants from tho customer ho won- 
ders where tho stock is kept. The nearest 
assistant braces his hands on the counter, 
with his thumbs thrown forward, and fixes 
his coldly critical eye upon the offending 
hat 
Without meeting the stranger's 


glance, he Inquires: 
" 'At, slrf" 
'•I want to see something in a stiff bat." 
"V(*6ir. Bound'at, sir?" 
"Why, just an ordinary d«rby, you 


know—a plain stiff hat." 


"Ynssir. For yourself, sir?" 
"Why, of course." 
" Yosslr. If you're goin to 'ave a 'at for 


cvcrydyo use, sir, bettor 'avo a 'Igb 'at, 
eir. It's quite tho proper thing, sir. Al- 
low me, sir." 


He lifts off the etrangcr'g hat, slides a 


metal tape measure into it, and then put- 
ting his hood under tho counter bawls: 
" Twonty-ono-sixty-four, quarter, flve- 


elghtlis. '• If ho Is asked, he explains that 
that Is tho stock number, the size and the 
•width of brim he wishes to submit for In- 
spection. 
There is a rattling, sliding 


sound ending in a bump under the coun- 
ter, and the mystery of the stock is ex- 
plained. It is kopt in tho basement and 
conies up in a dumb waiter. 


Tho article ho produces is covered with 


tissue paper, which ho deftly slides off, 
presenting the hat with a flourish and tho 
remark, "Try this ono, sir." 


"This seems all right as to fit, but I 


don't quite like so much bell to tho 
crown."

"I know, but It doesn't quite suit me. 


I'd like a little stralghtor crown." 


'•Sorry we 'aveii't euch a'at in stock, 


sir. 
We'll bo glad to mike you on*, elr." 


"How long will it take?" 
"Abaht a fortnight, sir. I'm sure you 


like that 'at there, sir. It suits you puf- 
flckly, sir." 


"Well, I dunno. I suppose If it's the 


proper thing I'd better take it How 
much is HP" 


"Twenty-three shlllin's, sir." 
"Lot's see—that's — urn — $6.75. All 


right Send the old one to the Victoria," 


"Yesalr, thank you, sir." 
And the stranger passes out into the 


Piccadilly crowd no longer a mark for Im- 
port inent urchins. 


BUG it really is a good thing. It is a 


sort of official stamp of respectability, and 
the sightseer with a high hat receives more 
courteous treatment from policemen, ush- 
ers, watchmen, caretakers and others In 
public buildings. When tho traveler gets 
home1 after having worn his hat daily for 
three months, he starts out with It from 
force ot habit, but quickly discovers that 
he Is as conspicuous bore with it as ho was 
in London without it, and it is relegated 
to tho closet shelf, where it remains until 
called Into service by tho marriage or fu- 
neral of some friend.—Chicago Tribune.

The Grotesque 1 iuat«> of Heroei Stored 


Awfi.f In Wegtminnttir Abbey. 


Years a;?o n.fllglit of narrow stone steps 


led to the oratory above the chapel, but 
these havi long since been covered with 
wood, and the oratory Is used as a storage 
place for t he famous wax effigies, the least 
grotesque and best preserved of which may 
still bo aeon there. These wax statues ore 
the mementos of a strange old time cere- 
mony. Long ago, when a great man or 
woman died, it was the custom to model a 
reprcsontii tion of tho deceased, dressed as 
in life, which was carried In the funeral 
procession. After the burial the effigy was 
set up in church as a temporary monu- 
ment. One odd feature of the practice was 
that during the time that the effigy was 
on exhibition It was customary to affix to 
It, by means of paste or pins, short poems 
or epitaphs complimentary to the person 
represent* d. In the case of a sovereign the 
statue was usually left In position for a 
month only, though after Charles II died 
his wax figure stood for two centuries over 
his tomb m the chapel of Henry VII and 
was the only monument he had. 


The royni effigies hero in Westminster 


date buck to the fourteenth century, but 
all of the oldest ones are so mutilated and 
dofacod tliat they are not shown. Many 
of them v ere of wood and have been wan- 
tonly stripped of tho rich garments which 
they wore About a dozen of the later fig- 
ures arc still preserved, each standing 
stiffly in it glass case by itself, and decked, 
as they are, in faded ellk and tarnished 
tinsel, they form so startling a contrast to 
their stalely marble successors on the 
tombs below that it seeing as if the com- 
ing up of this one short flight of steps had 
translated tho visitor from tho consecrated 
atmosphere of the abbey into the vulgar 
air of Mine. TttsRaud's establishment. 


The oldest figure here is that of Charles 


II. It la dressed In the blue and red velvet 
robes of the Garter, trimmed with superb 
old point lace. By his side, iu another 
case, is n figure of General Monk clad in 
armor. 1 ho head of tho figure is now bore, 
but it originally wore the famous cap men- 
tioned in tho "Ingoldsby Legends:"

showing these figures to visitors, came to 
use this cap as a gentle hint that their 
none too large wages might bo acceptably 
increased by a small coin dropped Into it. 
Goldsmith, who has recorded an account 
of his visit to tho abbey, says of this cap, 
In an account of a conversation with tho 
verger who was his guide: "Pray, friend, 
what mij'ht this cap httva cost originally?" 
"That, fir," says ho; "I don't know, bu| 
this cap is all tho wages I have for my 
trotible.'' 


The tw o latest figures, those of the Earl 


of Chatham and Admiral Nelson, wero vn- 
quoatiouji bly put in by the officers of the 
abbey merely for show purposes, to in- 
crease tho attractiveness of the exhibit, 
That of Lord Nelson is interesting from 
tho fact that It Is dressed in a suit of 
clothes which tho admiral once wore. 
There seems good reason to believe this to 
be true, f,inco, when Macliso borrowed tho 
figure as u model while he was painting 
his famous painting, "Death of Nelson," 
ho found attached to the lining of tho hat 
tho eye pitch without which the admiral, 
Vv'ho was blind in ono eytt, nover appeared. 
Nelson is burled in St. Paul's in spite of 
his famous exhortation to his men at the 
battle of Capo St, Vincent, where ho cried, 
"Westminster abbey or glorious victory!"

SPANISH WOMEN DON'T EMIGRATE. 


A rrtjudioe Which Has Had Important 


Hffect In South America. 


During the 400 years that have elapsed 


since the discovery of the new world by 
Columbus the stream of European emi- 
gration to North and South America has 
continued almost uninterruptedly. While 
tho emigiants from othor European coun- 
tries Imvo been nearly evenly divided be- 
tween mnn and women, the emigration 
from Spam and Portugal, and more par- 
ticularly I'rorn Spain, going to South or 
Central America or tlie islands of the Wost 
Indies ban boon almost exclusively male. 
As a result of this the countries settled by 
the Spanish and Portuguese have come to 
have tin ir 
present mixed population 


through tho irtermarriage L* foreign emi- 
grants with Indian women, whereas in the 
North American states there have been 
few such marriages, and the Indian popu- 
lation is in most of them practically ex- 
tinct. 


Many writers have wrestled with the 


question why In past ages Spanish women 
have uniformly been reluctant to emigrate 
and join with men in the foundation of 
civilization in the countries into which 
Spanish arms have been carried in tri- 
umph. Some have ascribed this reluctance 
to timidity, but that is probably not the 
true reason, for Spanish women are in no 
respect more timid than their Italian sis- 
tors, and these in great numbers have emi- 
grated with their husbands, fathers or chil- 
dren to the now world. Other writers have 
ascribed the unwillingness of Spanish wo- 
men to the turbulent condition of affairs 
in Spain's colonies, but this is not a con- 
vincing reason, because during the years 
that thosn colonies enjoyed peace and tho 
Spanish peninsula was devastated by the 
horrors ol war the emigration of Spanish 
women did not increase. Still others de- 
clare that no better reason can bo given 
for the unwillingness of Spanish women to 
emigrate than tho natural porverseness of 
women generally, an ungallant and un- 
reasonable view of tho cftse, no doubt. 


Whato\ er the reason may be, It Is a fact 


that Spanish women do not emigrate, and 
not only do they not emigrate from their 
own country to lands as fur distant from it 
as the United States or South America, 
but also t hey do not go to other countries 
of Europo nearer to them- In Franco, for 
instance, there is a large Spanish born 
male population, but the number of Span- 
ish born women, resident in or traveling 
through ]<<rance is small. 


By the census of 1788, prior to the be- 


ginning of the Napoleonic wars, there wero 
in Spain at that time 5,155,000 male nnd 
6,107,000 female inhabitants, a very smul[ 
disparity In favor of the latter when it If) 
considered that tho population of the Span- 
ish peninsula during tho three centuries 
preceding had been drained by male emi- 
gration tu America, By the last census of 
Spain tho number of mole Inhabitants was 
returned nt 8,004,000 and of female luhab- 
itants 8, TOO, 000. There is a very small 
Spanish emigration to the United States— 
60,000 In all from Spain and Portugal in 
60 years. Tho German emigration to the 
United States in the same period was 
«,000,000.—New York Sun.

Every Prison In Franco—He Bemnlned 
Undaunted In the Face of the Greatest 
Odd« and Dangers.

dom let slip an opportunity. 
Tho quick 


wittod Cochot romcmliored that salntes 
•wero fired in the harbors on the king's 
birthday. "Verygood3" thought Cochot. 
"If In the midst at those salvos I should 
have tho luck to gain the field beyond, 
they might blaze away with their alarm 
guns until nil was blue, for as both can- 
oon piny the mime time who wonld know- 
one tune from the other? All right! 
I'll 


have a birthday with his majesty." Sure- 
ly enough, when the day arrived the guns 
of tho bagno were banging unnoticed for 
Cochot, who %vas quietly trotting through 
the Holds. 
Ono of the escapes of Victor 


Donbois from Brest attested at once his 
audacity and his addrcHfi.

tvholu life sfcms spent in felly Hitting from 
flower to flower, sipping honey and enjoy- 
ing the sunshine without a thought but 
for her own enjoyment, is often tu justly 
condemned as a heartless flirt, when she is 
actually busily engaged for the good of 
others. When the summer days begin to 
wane, go out into the kitchen garden and. 
watch the i'-irge white butterfly, or tho 
small tortosoe shell, cqiislly busy among 
the nettles nv?;<y in the weedy corner of the 
summer house. She is cot dreaming of 
herself or iu search of a dainty sip at 
some honeyed flower or a taste of rl^Se 
fruit, though there is an abundance witlnu 
reach. Like an anxious and good mother, 
she is thinking of her future children, yet 
unborn, and searching for that one particu- 
lar phint on which they are to feed. They 
will riot live on honey, as she dnes, but on 
the juicy leaf which she picks out with un- 
erring instinct, and perhaps on that kind 
alone. Having carefully chofcen the plant 
where no other eggs are to be found, there 
she lays her own, on the underside of the 
leaf, where they are least likely to be wash- 
ed away by the rain, scorched by tho sun, 
or oaton up by hungry tits and other small 
birds, always on tho lookout for any such 
small morsels of dainty food.
